Improving the Breed 


HEN a handful of enthusiasts in the Bristol area conceived the idea of 500 c.c. 
racing, they little knew how popular the class would become. Nor do they 
now, probably, see the inexorable finger that the 500s point towards future 

production car development. These machines, powered by a single-cylinder engine, 
are now putting up terrific performances, and the Kieft, described on a later page, 
has recently taken the lap record at Goodwood at 84.55 m.p.h. 

If these half-litre racing cars are capable of such figures, it is obvious that a lively 
production car could be produced with a similar size of engine; in France Renault 
and Panhard have led the way, and elsewhere on the Continent the economy, but 
not austerity, car has gripped the imagination. In Britain there have been one or two 
fairly successful “ minicars,” but they are so obviously austerity models as to make 
serious motorists shy away from them. 

In such straitened circumstances as apply in Britain today the need for economy 
cars is greater than ever, and it is the dilemma of the age that today’s circumstances 
militate against their production. Car output is governed by edict, and there is no 
difficulty about selling every machine that is made. What incentive is there for a 
manufacturer to take a risk by producing something smaller and more economical for 
the poor home motorist of Britain? 

There is, of course, none, and we look forward to the day when intensive com- 
petition for home favours will lead to more resourcefulness on the part of British 
manufacturers. In the meantime, the 500s point the obvious: A production two- 
seater, with a power unit of about 500 c.c. giving brisk acceleration, a top speed of 
55 to 60 m.p.h., and similar m.p.g. figures. Simplicity and a certain amount of 
noise must be accepted for the sake of such virtues, and the dominant factor of the car 
must be economy; the word austerity can be discarded. 


Care of the Pence 


N the following pages an expert in carburation and its related subjects points 
out how motorists can get the utmost economy in petrol consumption from 
their existing cars. On the “tinkering” side he says all that is likely to be 

of use to the average driver; as regards driving methods, more stress might have 
been laid on their importance, for it is in driving methods that the source of real 
petro! economy lies. 

There need he nothing freakish in the technique required for a 10 per cent 
improvement in m.p.g. figures—no coasting downhill, switching off the engine at 
every traffic stop, or slogging on full throttle with too high a gear. All that is 
needed is sensitivity of throttle control, plus rather more patience than is normally 
shown in driving, and a complete imperviousness to the competitive urge 

Starting from rest should be done on minimum engine revolutions for satisfactory 
clutch engagement. Acceleration should be a smooth gathering of speed, the throttle 
being opened at the rate which avoids pinking, and a higher gear should be engaged 
as soon as possible. “Peak revs” in any circumstances must be deprecated. Ideas 
as to cruising speed should undergo modification. By all means maintain 45 m.p.h. 
on a down grade and with the assistance of the wind if your car likes that speed. 
But if its maintenance under any other conditions calls for hard work on the part 
of the engine—as it well might on the flat against a high wind—then fuel economy 
is bound to suffer if the driver is determined to maintain speed. 

The secret is, of course, to avoid working the engine too hard. A sensitive driver 
is well aware that, in all circumstances, there is a critical point at which his power 
unit sounds and feels leisurely but happy, and that that point can be held by means 
of right foot precision. In these hard-up days such precision can save something 
like 5d per gallon, and, incidentally, quite a lot of wear and tear 
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NCE more, as we hear the 
news of the increased 
price of fuel, our thoughts 
turn to that problem of eliciting 
the few extra miles per gallon 
which can mean the difference 
between a car being a good in- 
vestment or an expensive 
method of transport. During 
the rationing period, the 
motorist found so many economy 
measures advocated which in- 
curred a sacrifice of perform- 
ance that he is reluctant now 
to contemplate taking any steps 
which, for the sake of saving a 
few coppers per day, might have 
in adverse effect upon the 
general running of his car. 
Experience has shown, how- 
ever, that very many average 
cars are in use which are un- 
economical, not because of any 
organic faults, but because of in- 
different maintenance and the 
lack of attention to those details 
which have, sometimes to the 
surprise of the lay motorist, a 
very pronounced effect upon 
economy. It is proposed here 
to discuss some of the factors 
which affect fuel consumption, 
and which, if they are put in 
order, will assure the car user of 
more economical running with- 
out a corresponding reduction of 
performance. 
It will be obvious to everyone 
that an efficient car is also an 
economical one; it is, therefore, 
the more surprising that there 
are so many vehicles on the 
roads which are suffering from small, sometimes apparently 
insignificant, faults which singly or collectively can cause 
or indicate heavy fuel consumption. One sees a car run- 
ning day after day which refuses to idle; the owner is too 
busy or too inert to have the trouble rectified and yet this 
symptom almost certainly indicates that fuel wastage is 
occurring. This may appear surprising, but let us reflect 
that poor or non-existent idling can be caused only by either 
too little fuel being used, or too much, and in 80 per cent 
of cases, it is the latter. Now,: with such microscopic 
quantities of petrol being necessary for good idling, the 
symptom of over-richness is very quickly made noticeable, 
and any trouble in this direction should be investigated 
immediately. It might mean that the carburettor float has 
lost some of its buoyancy, or that the air bleed duct over the 
slow-running jet has become blocked, or that the needle 
valve has worn sufficiently to allow the petrol level to be 
raised and thus cause a minute overflow. In any event 
wastage results. 


Uneven Compression 


Indifferent acceleration and a lack of former pulling 
power on hills are all too often ascribed to Anno Domini, 
without due investigation into the exact cause. Yet such 
manifestations usually spell trouble in other forms. A 
50 per cent reduction in compression on one of the cylinders 
of a small four-cylinder engine can, apart from making the 
car feel generally sluggi h, affect consumption adversely by 
as much as 30 per cent. One sparking plug, firing inter- 
mittently or not firing at all, can likewise be very expensive, 
and it should be remembered that such faults as these may 
appear so gradually that nothing is considered amiss until 
it is remarked that the snappy acceleration is missing. 

Such an unusual thing as a partially obstructed silencer 
will account for the same type of symptoms, and this should 
be immediately suspected if the diminishing of performance

is accompanied by any tendency to overheat. In this con- 
nection, it is remarkable what a vicious circle is set up 
when the under-bonnet temperature rises drastically; first 
will appear excessive pinking, which will cause the careful 
motorist to change down earlier on hills, or to delay his 
upward gear changes, and thus increase his fuel input rela- 
tive to mileage covered. Soon there will surely be a subtle 
lack of “snap” owing to the adverse effect of the tempera- 
ture on the density of the ingoing gas, and this will cause 
further unintentional abuse of the engine. Later, in the 
more extreme cases, or in summer, there will be the problem 
of the fuel in the carburettor being evaporated, perhaps 
even boiled, by the radiant heat from the exhaust manifold 
and the engine generally. Yes, an unusual trouble, but 
potentially a very expensive and unpleasant one. 

Then, to go to the other extreme, we should not overlook 
the fact that almost equally disastrous to economy figures 
can be the all-too-often-encountered problem of the over- 
cooled engine; the cure for this trouble is rendered even 
more complicated in those cases where, through faulty 
design, there is general under-heating of the engine coupled 
with local over-heating of such parts as exhaust valves and 
plug points. In normal cases, however, some alleviation 
of the trouble can be assured by the use of a radiator muff. 
In this respect, I would personally like to see the fitment 
of at least one temperature gauge become as popular as the 
provision of an ammeter. 

The same principle applies to oils, especially those used 
in the transmission system; one notices that with many cars 
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joint and turn the flange by 
hand, when there should be no 
resistance except that of the oil. 
If a car has a more than usually 
critical speed, this can be the 
often unlooked-for cause of 
heavy consumption; a _ lusty 
vibration will absorb a _ tre- 
mendous amount of power, and 
the test is very simply whether 
there is any lift in the propeller- 
shaft joints, for even the slightest 
horizontal movement is sufficient 
to affect the balance. 
What of the carburettor itself? 
It is sometimes imagined that, 
in a static carburettor, there is 
so little that can go wrong that 
it could not possibly be re- 
sponsible for heavy consump- 
non. First, since there are so 
many misconceptions about this, 
let me say that carburettor jets 
do not wear by passing fuel 
through them; no, the troubles 
which arise in static carburettors 
are more concerned with the 
atmospheric than the mechanical 
side, and the chief of these is the 
tendency for the air correction 
passage to become wholly or 
partially blocked by the ad- 
herence to its walls of a film of 
carbon. With a compound-jet 
type of carburettor, the effect of 
this is to prevent the break-up 
of the intense depression over 
the jet, and so cause an ever- 
increasing off-take of fuc! as the 
engine speed rises. This, of 
course, nullifies the effect of the 
compensating jet air-bleed, and 
increased fuel consumption is an inevitable result

At 
first sight this seems impossible, and 
I should like to see a learned discus- 
sion on idealism in power-weight 
ratios. At what point does excessive 
wheelspin become evident? How deli- 
cate must the right foot be in order to 
prevent the passenger’s neck from be- 
ing broken? And 1s it all a matter of 
ratio? For instance, is anything gained 
by having high weight coupled with 
high power, although the ratio is the 
same as that of a lighter, less powerful 
car? 

The subject is obviously very com- 
plicated, because subsidiary ratios are 
likely to be involved—sprung to un- 
sprung weight, for instance. More- 
over, personal comfort must enter into 
it.

Power cuts 
are capable of a dangerous interference 
with traffic lights, particularly with signals 
constructed before 1938, whose length of 
signal periods is likely to be dangerously 
extended during a cut 
In conjunction with traffic light manu- 
facturers, the Ministry has devised an 
apparatus which will maintain within 
certain limits the performance of the 
signals during periods of voltage reduc 
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tion To provide for periods during 
which signals fail to work altogether, the 
Ministry suggests the erection of an 
approach sign, fitted with reflectors, at 
least 400-S00ft from a junction, or the 
installation of a line of reflecting road 
studs for at least 100ft from a junction, 
plus special warning signs 


Laboratories at Lindley 


TEW M.LR.A. laboratories are to be 
+ built at the proving ground at 
Lindley, near Nuneaton, and will com 
prise a considerable extension to the 
facilities available at the proving ground 
It is hoped to begin work within a month 
or two, a building licence having been 
issued.

INTERESTING 


YRE manufacturers have been in- 

duced to make an intensive study 

of the problems attached to the 
springing systems of the modern auto- 
mobile now that independent front 
suspension is a design feature common 
to all series-production cars. 

When the conventional form of front 
suspension consisted of two _half- 
elliptic springs to which was attached 
a solid axle beam the task of designing 
and producing tyres to meet the needs 
of the day was relatively simple. But 
now that the old-fashioned beam axle 
has been wholly discarded and has been 
replaced by a variety of systems em- 
bodying parallel links, coil springs, 
transverse leaf springs and torsion bars, 
running conditions so far as tyres are 
concerned have changed. It is common 
knowledge that tyre wear is more pro- 
nounced with some makes of car and 
it is clear that one of the causes is the 
objectionably large change in the track 
and camber of the front wheels which 
is inherent with some i.f.s. designs. 


Scrubbing 


Parallel links, as they move in re- 
sponse to the undulations of the surface 
of the roads, introduce this ever- 
changing track and camber, and as a 
result there is a continuous scrubbing 
action on the tyres. Owing to the 
space limitations at the front end of 
a chassis frame the links which support 
the wheels are unavoidably short in 
some designs and so the tyres have to 
bear the brunt of the trouble that 
follows in the train of the excessive 
wheel deflection The tyres are 
scrubbed not only when the car is 
travelling fast along a straight road but 
also in cornering, when the roll angle 
may become excessive. 

Having carried out a great deal of 
research work in the sphere of inde- 
pendent suspension to find the causes

prepared designs of new forms of sus- 
pension for motor yehicles Each 
scheme provides for independent 
springing of all four wheels and the 
systems have been devised so that tyre 
scrub and other bad features of i.f.s. 
can be eliminated or diminished and, 
at the same time, improved riding 
qualities of the car can be secured. 
The Dunlop vehicle suspension 
system, which is covered by patents, 
works on hydraulic principles; metal 
springs are absent from the layout 
Each wheel is mounted on a wishbone 
type of arm which is pivoted to the

chassis side-member near the centre 
line. Incorporated with the pivot 
bearing is a cylinder containing two 
pistons. The faces of these are in- 
wardly directed so that a chamber is 
formed between them. One piston is 
constructed with an internal right- 
hand, multi-start thread and the other 
has a left-hand thread of the same kind 
These internally threaded pistons are 
in engagement with threaded sections

of the wishbone pivot pin so that any 
upward deflection of the road wheel 
causes the pistons to move towards 
each other, thus reducing the volume 
of the chamber. This chamber is con- 
nected by pipe-line with a main fluid 
pressure unit fitted to the chassis amid- 
ships. There are two of these, one for 
employment with the cylinder and 
piston units of the front wheels and 
the other for those of the rear suspen- 
sion. These units consist of cylindrical 
casings inside which two plungers are 
housed. These plungers are fitted with 
a series of rubber discs, as resilient 
elements in the assembly, and each 
plunger has a shank which is a sliding 


fit in an auxiliary cylinder to which tl 
pressure pipe-line is connected 

Inside this pressure line a damping 
device is fitted. This permits a fre 
flow of liquid into the auxiliary cylind 
but only a restricted flow out of it 
Both the main pressure units and thos 
co-ordinated with the  wishbon 
assemblies are connected to. a hand 
pump via a control valve so that oil, 
which is drawn from a reservoir, can 
be forced into parts of th 
system

In operation, while upward movements

of the rubber discs; downward defiec- 
tion of the wheels is also partially com- 
pensated for by a reduction in the 
compression of the discs. The damp- 
ing device, which is located in the pres- 
sure line in the projected design, 
consists simply of a plate with holes 
in it. Normally most of these are closed 
by a spring-loaded cover which also 
has holes in it that register with only 
some of the holes in the plate. By its 
restricting the outward flow of the 
pressure fluid from the auxiliary 
chamber the rebound action of the 
wheels is restrained. 


Rubber in Torsion 


In the Goodrich suspension system, 
the wheels are sprung by torsion spring 
units of rubber. The front wheels are 
supported on relatively long arms 
forming part of rubber = spring 
assemblies which are attached diagon- 
ally to the chassis frame. These 
assemblies are adapted to transmit the 
supported load by torsional stress on 
the rubber and comprise a metal sleeve 
which contains the rubber body and a 
centrally disposed shaft. The rubber 
is bonded or vulcanized to the sleeve so 
that in twisting against the shaft in its 
centre—a movement resulting from 
vertical deflections of the road wheel— 
the rubber absorbs the road shocks. 
An advantage of arranging the front 
wheel suspension diagonally in this 
fashion is that the instantaneous roll 
centre of the front wheel geometry lies 
above the plane of ground contact. The 
suspension, therefore, should be very 
resistant to roll when the vehicle is 
rounding corners.

T is a solemn truth that if you neglect 

a machine it will then annoy you. 

A day or so ago a friend asked me 
to look at his car, reporting that it required 
all the battery to start it in the morning. 
Now it happened, over a period of some 
weeks, that various activities had made it 
impossible for him to do those little jobs 
of maintenance that were usual each 
Sunday morning. First tests proved that 
the battery could turn the engine, not 
heartily it is true, but fast enough. De- 
tailed investigation revealed that the 
battery was nearly dry, the plugs were 
full of petrol as a result of overmuch use 
of the choke and 0.004 inch as total 
gap. Several of them had an external 
coat of old oil. Moreover two were only 
finger ught, thus probably allowing air to 
be sucked into the cylinders. That seemed 
enough to go on with, but the tale did not 
end there, for the contact breaker gap 
was much wider than the limit, the in- 
terior of the distributor was oily close to 
the points and the latter were not unlike a 
relief map of the Himalayas. Further- 
more, the choke wire had stretched so 
that the control did not close it properly 
Now, the odd part is that any one of 
these faults would not have made it diffi- 


in cushioning road shocks by double- 
acting shock absorbers. Goodrich have 
adopted this combination in their pro- 
jected design partly to counteract any 
interference with the steering action 
caused by wheel deflection.

A much more difficult case occurred 
more recently when the owner of another 
car called for help—and needed it. The 
machine had been standing for some five 
weeks in a garage that was wet with con- 
densation, given that sort of weather 
Even at a casual glance it was obvious 
that the engine was wringing wet, with 
moisture coating the high tension wires, 
plug bodies and distributor. Even the 
business ends of the plugs were moist 
when inspected. Wiping the plug bodies 
and the distributor cover (where the 
terminals are) until they were dry did the 
trick, but the whole of the ignition system 
needed a thorough drying before one 
could say that all was well, There re- 
mained the problem of how to avoid all 
this without altering the garage. 

First, we removed the ex-balloon sheet 
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actuation would be obtained by turning 
the rotary pump by means of the steer- 
ing wheel. This would draw oil from 
one conduit and force it under pressure 
to the servo motor concerned so that 
the wheels would be turned on their 
pivot pins in the way required. 

In the patent specification of this 
projected design it is claimed that by 
incorporating this fluid-operated steer- 
ing in the general arrangement, steering 
control would be independent of any 
wheel deflection and sideways road 
shocks; and that other disturbances of 
the wheels would be damped out. One 
of the most striking features of this 
Goodrich suspension design is the 
system of adjusting the range of 
springing movement of the front wheels 
under all conditions of load. In this 
scheme the height of the chassis frame 
with respect to the road wheels would 
be adjusted automatically by altering 
the angle of the spring assemblies. As 
outlined in a description of the system 
in the specification, this would be 
achieved by means of electric motors 
which would be switched on automatic- 
ally when the load on the vehicle was 
increased beyond a certain limit. In 
spite of substantial variations in load 
it is claimed that the softness of the 
front wheel springing could be main- 
tained by this automatic adjustment. 

In working out the rear suspension 
in their general layout, the Goodrich 
company has chosen to employ the 
same kind of rubber torsion spring 
units as those incorporated at the front 
end. They are attached to the frame 
diagonally, too, and a swinging axle 
layout and built-in shock absorbers 
appear in the provisional plan.

that had covered the car and suspended 
it over the machine, but not touching it, 
and that had some effect. Then we tried 
the trick of a newspaper over the engine 
inside the bonnet and that helped, though 
it was obvious that forgetfulness would 
lead to a fire sooner or later. But what 
did the trick completely was to leave the 
bonnet open all the time. That allowed 
sufficient ventilation to keep the engine 
dry enough to start without further 
trouble. 

Starting the engine each day did not 
solve the problem; the result was that the 
heat of the engine made more condensa- 
tion inside the bonnet during the night 
and day.

S a car with the size of engine that used to be called a 
Twelve, the Wolseley Four Fifty has a great deal to 
commend it to those whose motoring requirements 

can be described as normal, and who appreciate good 
quality, comfort and an extensive range of equipment. The 
performance is of the kind called for by the majority, that is, 
it has nothing exciting or exceptional about it, yet proves 
to confer useful average speed capabilities. Quiet, smooth 
running is provided from below 10 m.p.h. on top gear and 
the car can maintain about 55 m.p.h. without fuss of any 
description. 

Since the design of engine that is currently fitted in the 
Wolseleys—unusual among those of touring cars in having 
a single overhead camshaft—was first produced it is obvious 
by comparison with the earlier examples that a good deal 
has been done to make it smooth and quiet. No longer is 
there audible evidence of the gear drive to the camshaft 
when starting from cold. For its quietness.and smoothness 
this engine ranks high, and frequently on the road it feels 
more like a six than a four-cylinder. From low speeds the 
acceleration is not brisk unless the gear box is used, and 
from a real check such as is made by the prudent at a 
dangerous road junction, for instance, second gear is desir- 
able to get the car away smartly. There are a good many 
occasions when third gear is called for if overtaking is to be 
prompt or speed is to be kept up on a gradient; but in 

the performance is satisfying. The engine takes 
hold well at around 30 m.p.h. on top gear and accelerates 
usefully into the cruising range. 

There are two very distinct viewpoints from which a car 
of this description can be appraised. Judged by the stan- 
dards of those to whom an habitual cruising speed is 60 
m.p.h.-plus, and who become impatient if a car does not 
leap away on depression of the throttle, the Wolseley Four 
Fifty cannot be fully satisfying. Seen from the standpoint, 
however, of the more solid type of ordinary motorist, with- 
out anything derogatory to him or her being thereby im- 
plied, it is an appealing and likeable car with distinct merits, 
and one can easily jmagine how many of those on new car 
waiting lists today would be more than satisfied with it ‘and 
enthusiastic over its general behaviour and the way in which 
it is turned out and equipped. 

On a cross-country journey that is not particularly help- 
ful this Wolseley can put about 40 miles into an Hour, 
do so easily, without giving any impression that it is being 
forced along. Since The Autocar tested the Wolseley 
Four Fifty just two years ago the final drive has been 
changed from 4.55 to 4.875 to 1, with corresponding reduc-

tions in the indirect gear ratios. The overall effect is a 
decided advantage, for the car has not been made fussy 
mechanically towards the upper end of the speed range, but 
it has gained in acceleration power, to a greater extent than 
is indicated by the bare figures, and also in flexibility on top 
gear to the degree that would be expected from such a 
modification, other factors, notably the total weight, remain- 
ing approximately static. As regards behaviour on the more 
severe gradients, judged by the performance up the usual 
1 in 6} hill, where second gear was engaged on the steepest 
section, it would be rarely except in unusually hilly country 
that the driver would require to drop below that gear in 
the four-speed box. 

Riding is firm as regards lateral stability, and the car 
corners quite well with a nice feeling of tautness.

From this point of view the 
Wolseley is commendable in both front and rear seats, and 
the suspension has the capacity to take up shocks well from 
a surface such as stone setts without letting the occupants 
realize physically what nature of surface they are traversing. 
The steering is moderately geared and definite. It is 
neither particularly light nor particularly heavy and has the 
great merit of causing the driver to feel that he is positively 
in contact with the front wheels, without meaning that 
shock is given back from the road wheels. A slight ten- 
dency exists to understeer round normal fast bends, and the 
castor action appears to become non-existent on sharp bends 
—though otherwise it is adequate—the resultant manual 
unwinding of the steering simulating oversteer characteris- 
tics.

be designed and constructed for part, at 
least, of the 1951 season.

balance matters are the driver and the 
fuel supply. If the fuel tank is placed in 
the nose, the weight distribution varies 
as the tank empties, —_—o- from the 
risk of that position ; ‘ore, although 
a forward driving position has its dis- 
advantages, it is the only reasonable 
solution. On the Kieft this enables the 
74-gallon light alloy fuel tank to be placed 
inside the centre box of the frame, where 
it can be easily and safely mounted and 
does not affect the weight distribution. 
The oil tank is mounted directly above it. 
Swinging half-axles at the rear of a car 
introduce certain suspension problems 
which have to be carefully watched. The 
adoption of a similar layout to that used 
on the famous Freikaiserwagen, with a 
cable from each axle running down over 
a pulley and terminating in the ends of 
the rubber-strand unit, removes all roll 
resistance from the rear end and conse- 
quently reduces the transfer of weight to 
the outside wheel, when cornering, to 
the minimum, while the forward mount- 
ings of the light sheet steel fabricated 
radius arms which locate the half axles 
are so arranged that they can be raised 
and lowered on the chassis frame; the 
position of these mountings alters the 
rear-end steering effect when the car rolls, 
which can be used to obtain the desired 
degree of understeer (or oversteer, of 
course). A pair of Armstrong piston- 
type dampers control the suspension 
movements. To keep the axles as long 
as possible, the universal joints are 
brought together at the centre of the car, 
inside steel pots which run in ball 
races in an Elektron housing; this hous- 
ing % clamped between the Elektron 
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with flexibly mounted float chambers in- 
corporating S.U. parts on the Amal car- 
burettor, while the fuel feed is by twin 
AC pumps. 


The Front End 


At the front end, the lower suspension 
arms carry the rubber bushes; these arms 
are braced against brake torque re- 
action by tubular radius rods, and also 
carry the telescopic Girling dampers. 
Steering is carried out by a lightweight 
helical-tooth rack and pimion unit and 
short track rods, the steering wheel 
being made of Duralumin laminations 
with a split wood rim. The braking 
system is Girling two-leading-shoe, aos 
at the front being 8 x 1}in, the single one 
at the rear 9x 1}in, working in Al-Fin 
drums; twin master cylinders are 
used, with a calculated ratio of front- 
to-rear pressure. The gear one 
mechanism and hand brake follow normal 
half-litre practice, though very light — 
rigid in form. The wire wheels, 
Italian Borrani manufacture with leit 
alloy rims, carry Dunlop Racing tyres, 
4.00-15in front, 5.00-15in rear.

$00 International Trophy race at Good- 
wood on May 14. As he was racing at 
Monza on the previous day, this meant 
that he left Milan by the night train to 
Zurich, flying thence to Northolt by 
11 a.m., stepping from air liner to charter 
plane for Shoreham (12 noon), where he 
was met by his father and whisked to 
Goodwood just in nice time for the first 
heat at 2 p.m. He had previously driven 
the car only for a few laps of Brands 
Hatch on a wet track some days before. 
Final adjustments taking the time they 
always do, the car was still being worked 
on in London at 2 a.m. on the Monday 
morning, then being rushed to Good 
wood in the early hours—though withvut 
a police escort. 

The rest is history: in the first heat 
slight bothers, partly the result of two 
hasty preparation, slowed the car to sixth 
place—but it qualified for the final, and 
in that Moss made no mistake at all, 
coming home half a mile ahead of the 
next man, Alan Brown, in a Cooper- 
Norton. Success first time, less than 
four and a half months from the start of 
the job. Everyone concerned then un- 
crossed their fingers for the first time for 
weeks—until Stirling announced that 
within two days the car would have to 
be on its way to Italy, to compete in the 
race mecting in honour of the centenary 
of Christopher Columbus, and by the

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BREAKDOWNS 

No Improvement in Reliability? 

63383.}—On studying the causes of bredkdown year by year 
rom as far back as 1927, it seems to me that whilst we can thank 
the R.A.C. for getting “ broken-down” people home, the average 
motorist has nothing to thank the manufacturers for, because, 


by the tables —- from the above date, the relia- 
bility figures 


have steadily worsened year by year. 

The contribution, however, of ody private owner, say, in the 
matter of accidents, has been reduced from a figure of 14.2 per 
cent in 1927 to 4.15 per cent in 1951. In other words, the un- 
reliability factor which was 85.5 per cent in 1927 is now 95.85 
per cent. To quote individual instances, breakdowns owing to 
ignition in 1927 were 21 per cent, in 1951 they were 23.27 per 
cent; carburation in 1927 was 2.6 per cent, in 1951 10.19 per 
cent; the rear axle was 15.7 per cent, it is now 15.82 per cent, 
and so on. 

A further curious figure is that 13,064 car owners made use of 
the service in 1951, and as far back * 1937 13.670 made use of 
the service, almost the same figure. I have before me all the 
“Get you Home” figures from 1934 onwards, and as far as I 
can see there has been no technical improvement in reliability in 
any direction since then. The probability is that the manufac- 
rugers will say thet the 13,000-odd cases are not a representative 
cross-section; however, it appears to be the only figure available.

TRANS-AFRICA 
A Competitor Sums Up the Rally 


[63390.]—This letter may be a little late in the day for publica- 
tion, but may still be of interest. I was in the only car entered 
from South Africa in the Algiers-Cape Motor Rally and was 
also mentioned by name in a short article on the rally published 
in your issue of March 

I was very sorry to find that we were the only entry from any 
part of the British Empire and that there was only one British 
vehicle in the rally. It would have been a particularly good 
chance to show that the average standard British car is capable 
of standing up to very bad road conditions. The general im- 
pression in this country is that the small English car is suitable 
only for town running and that an American car is essential 
for anyone who will be doing much country driving. A number 
of French makes showed their paces well, including the baby 
Renault 

The only British-made car was the Land Rover. In my 
opinion, driven by two Frenchmen this vehicle put up the 
best performance of the rally, which was an excellent recom- 
mendation. Of the three alternative desert crossings available 
the worst was chosen. Striking south from Tunis they met 
far more troubles than we did on the Tanezrouft route, and 
ours were sometimes quite considerable. They arrived in Cape- 
town the only vehicle of their class to maintain the maximum 
average speed for the whole distance, and therefore the outright 
winners of their category. Out of 36 entries there were only 
three to gain maximum points. 

I feel that the Dyna-Panhard also put up a noteworthy per- 
formance. For such a small car the route was very hard, par- 
ticularly taking into consideration the extra weight of petrol, 
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continued 


water and spares which were necessary. Its ability to stand 
up to punishment was well proved. I have noticed considerablc 
mention of this little car in motoring journals and feel that it 
is making a very well-deserved name for itself. 

The rally as a whole was well run considering the tremendous 
organization needed. It also proved that trans-African travel 
by car is quite possible provided certain essential precautions 
are taken. I feel that, with the necessary experience available, 
a number of people will soon be able to enjoy the thrill of 
the desert crossing in perfect safety. I am personally very 
keen to cover the route again when I am able to pay more 
attention to the tourist attractions and less to the speedometer 
and clock! 

My original intention was to enter with my own vintage 
Bentley, “ the indestructible 44,” but I was unfortunately unable 
to raise sufficient funds for the venture.

PORSCHE GEARS 
Synchromesh Box Developed for Volkswagen 


[63393.]—I feel I must come to the aid of your tcster [63335]

63394.|—I think the bee-stops-car problem [63333] can be 
demolished by ordinary thought. If it were expressed “at the

Serious Case of Bee Underestimation 


[63396.])—It is encouraging to note the interest displayed in 
the problems besetting vintage bees, but I would warn your 
correspondent [63333] against belitthng -. these industrious 
creatures as “mere bees.” My father informs me that he has 
recollections of prominent bees forming an active association to 
discourage motor traders of the vintage era (presumably resident 
at A) from describing cars in their sales literature as “ extremely 
rapid means of transport from A to B.” This became known 
as the Bee Pedestrians’ Protection Society and proved most effec- 
tive at the time in considerably lowering the mortality rate among 
the bee population. 

Membership was also open to other winged creatures, to the 
exclusion of certain birds. This led to fine distinction between 
Bee pedestrians and Jay-walkers, but the latter were short-lived 
After achieving its aims, the society went into partial retirement 
in mews premises surrounding London and occasionally issues 
literature including the accepted phraseology, “goes like a 
bomb.” 

I also understand that membership is now open to certain 
members of the motor trade who busily pursue the private 
motorist. The latter needs to step very warily in order to avoid 
being stung. 

However, to revert to your correspondent’s original query 
His error is once again underestimating the bee, which has length, 
breadth, density and other natural properties of matter, including 
elasticity and compressibility. It has been found experimentally 
by Newton and others, that the ratio of the velocity with which 
a body separates from another, to the velocity with which it 
approached the other before impact, is constant for two bodies, 
depending only upon their materials and not upon their masses 
nor, within limits, upon their shapes or relative velocities before 
impact) 

is constant ratio is called the coefficient of restitution for 
the materials of the bodies. This latter, together with the 
modulus of elasticity, compressibility, mass of bodies and relative 
speeds, provides sufficient data to resolve the forces and show 
~ - the apparent stationary period of the bodies is hypothetical 
only. 

I have not the data to hand, being seriously impeded by not 
having a bee to weigh. My 1928 Star (with vertical windscreen), 
weighs just under 24 tons and I am sure that if the manufacturers 
had realized the retarding possibilities of bees, they would not 
have provided four-shoe servo-assisted brakes to each wheel 

In the meantime, I trust that brake lining shares will not 
depreciate unduly.

THE SALMSON 


A Design of Considerable Virtue 


[63399.}—What a pity to see T.O.S.C. (April 20) reduced to 
making fun of the present-day shortcomings of what was, in 
its day, an outstanding light car which has miraculously survived 
for 29 years! 

I learned to drive in 1923 on a push-rod Salmson (price, 
new, £230) and in three and a half years I had only one in- 
voluntary stop, owing to a broken circlip in the magneto. 
Reference to the weekly motoring journals of that time will 
show that the correspondence columns were full of pleas for 
“a fussless forty” and this the Salmson would do for hours 
on end (maximum 52 m.p.h. downhill) and at the same time 
give a regular 40 m.p.g. The design, for its day, was quite 
outstanding—hemispherical cylinder head, overhead valves 
inlets on the right side, exhausts on the left, giving a straight- 
through flow), central plugs, unit construction clutch and gear 
box, all-enclosed torque tube drive, and centre-lock wire wheels. 

The cone clutch was leather lined and admittedly fierce unless 
properly dressed. The valve gear was enclosed in a pressed 
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aluminium cover and had to be oiled by hand—no great hard- 
ship, surely, as the only other lubrication points needing atten- 
tion, besides sump, gear box, and back axle, were two oil cups 
on the front spring anchorages. There were no “litle plates 
inscribed ‘ Fill with thick oil every few months.” 

No fan was fitted or required and no overheating was 
experienced under any conditions. 

The car had a Ducellier electric starter which was seldom 
used, as two or three half-turns on the permanently fixed start- 
ing handle would always ensure a start provided that valve 
clearances were maintained properly—20 thou inlet and 5 thou 
exhaust. Admittedly this needed attending to every few 
hundred miles, but took about five minutes at the most 

The steering was high-geared and dead accurate, 
any noticeable play. 

In short, this fine litle car was never intended two be a 
“racer” and what it was designed to do it did superiatively

A NEW feature in the French motoring 
«4 scene is the appearance on the roads 
of a greatly increased number of police- 
men. In cars, on motor cycles, or on foot, 
their object is to cut down the accident 
rate by seeing that the Code de la Route 
is properly observed and that all other 
regulations applicable to the motorist are 
not broken 

French motorists are required to use 
yellow-tinted head lamp bulbs and, al- 
though this requirement is waived for 
foreign visitors, the traveller who wishes 
to drive at night on French roads would 
be well advised to conform to it. If he 
does not, he will most certainly be stop- 
ped and may have some difficulty in con- 
vincing the agent that the law does not 
apply to him. 

Furthermore, his life will be made 
miserable by oncoming traffic, the drivers

of which, resenting the whiteness of even 
a dipped beam, will flatly refuse to dip. 

Amber tinted head lamp bulbs (Lucas) 
are now obtainable in this country; those 
which are on sale in France are made to 
suit the Bosch-type 3-pin bulb holder. 
Treatment of the head lamp glasses is 
another solution and most dealers should 
be able to spray the lamp fronts lightly with 
yellow or orange cellulose. Ample notice 
should, however, be given, because these 
colours are not normally stocked. A cer- 
tain amount of trial and error is also 
necessary so that a proper compromise 
between adequate driving light and yel- 
lowness of beam can be obtained. 

If it can be found, tinted Cellophane 
can be cut to size and stuck to the lamp 
front, using adhesive.

Good Showing by British 
Drivers at Monza Meeting 


N both the races held on the Monza 
autodrome near Milan, in Italy, on 
May 13, British cars and drivers 

showed up well and were enthusiastically 
acclaimed by the large crowd. These 
races were both run in two heats, the 
times for the two being added together 
to arrive at the final result; first was the 
race for 500 cc. cars for the Corrado 
Filippini cup, and then the Autodrome 
G.P. for formula 2 cars. 

The first half of the former was a walk- 
over for the Cooper marque, examples of 
which filled the first five places; the official 
Cooper team (Carter, Whitehouse and 
John Cooper) were the fastest cars in the 
race, but the last-named lost some time 
through breaking a chain. The Italian 
driver Mijiorini, in a German Monopo- 
letta, tried to make a race of it but crashed 
badly when in fourth place; fortunately he 
was unhurt 

But the pace was telling, and in the 
second half trouble was rife. Whitchouse 
went out with engine trouble after only 
two laps, and Carter spent a long time 
at the pits; Leston retired with his J.B.S., 
having already had to change the engine 
between races, and the only cars to finish 
were John Cooper, a comfortable winner, 
and the Giaurs of Taraschi and Hercolani 
As the former of these had been forced 
to retire in the first half, the latter was 
placed second to Cooper in the aggregate 
placings, with Carter a bad third 

This was the first time that a British car 
and driver had won a race at Monza

Both the formula 2 events were note 
worthy for some skilful use of the leaders’ 
slipstream. Twenty-four cars started in 
the first, Stuck jumping into the lead in 
the cicht-calinter Womhan-enaient A.F.M 
with Ascari (Ferrari) hard on his tail. But 
after two laps the German car went into 
the pits for plugs and Ascari was left being 
chased hard by Fangio, also in a Ferrari 
Just before lap eight the Argentinian 
found too many revs in order to overtake 
the leader and promptly paid the price in 
retirement 

Villoresi was now second (again a 
Ferrari), but Stirling Moss was getting 
extra knots from the H.W.M., Villoresi’s 
slipstream and his own brilliance, while 
Simon and Trintignant, in Simcas, were 
snapping at his heels.

there is no evidence to show that you 
made any stipulation about the cost of 
such services. 


With substantial overcharging it is 


sometimes possible to enlist the support of 
a trade organization, but such support will 
have no other foundation than is to be 
found in the normal price-fixing agree- 
ment of such an organization. You cannot 
call the law to your assistance.

Lowering Radiator 


I am shortly to start work on a touring 
special and in trying to reduce the 
radiator height I find the thermo-syphon 
system will be upset. Could I use a 
pressurized radiator, and thus reduce the 
radiator height by inches? 

Would you please explain the differ- 
ence between a pressurized radiator and 
the thermo-syphon system as used with a 
normal Ford Ten. W. E. H.

\YWHEN a radiator is pressurized, it still 

functions on either the thermo- 
syphon or the pump principle for circula- 
tion, but instead of an ordinary overflow 
pipe that is open to the atmosphere, a 
spring-loaded ball valve is fitted. This 
increases the pressure inside the cooling 
system and consequently raises slightly 
the temperature at which the water will 
boil. It also prevents water coming out 
of the radiator as a result of surge when 
the car is braked or cornered violently 

You could use a pump to enable the 
radiator to be lowered. Another, rather 
tricky, alternative is to move the header 
tank towards the rear of the bonnet, being 
careful not to impair the thermo-syphon 
acuion, 


Battery Condition 


I have recently tested the battery of my 
1948 Ford Prefect, and found that the 
hydrometer gave readings of 1.215, 1.215 
and 1.175 respectively in the three cells. 
The battery has not been excessively dis- 
charged by winter morning starting, or 
by use of lights in parking. It has also 
been correctly topped up with distilled 
water at regular intervals. 

Do you consider that the 1.175 cell is 
failing, and that a new battery is indicated, 
or that filling with fresh electrolyte and 
a recharge would restore the battery to 
a better condition? The battery is the 
original one fitted to the car C.F.T

“THE normal life of an ordinary car 

battery is about two years, so it 
may be that one cell is beginning to show 
signs of deterioration. 

On the other hand it may still have 
some months of useful life, but it would 
be better to have it examined and the 
electrolyte brought up to strength in the 
one cell by a battery service agent. If you 
attempt it yourself you might easily do 
more harm than good; to empty out the 
present electrolyte and refill with new 
would probably make matters worse.

500s Race in Germany 


ERMANY staged her first formula 

3 race on the Hockenheim trac 

on Whit-Monday. It was won by 
Helmut Gléckler, driving a French D.B., 
but the performance of the day was that 
of Ted Frost from Britain, driving a 
Norton-engined Emeryson. He put up 
a new track record for the class with a 
lap of nearly 88 m.p.h. 

The event was run in two heats and 
a final, and the first heat was marred 
by an accident. The German driver 
Willy Beste crashed when his axle broke 
and the car somersaulted. The driver 
later died of his injuries. 

The lead had been taken by Hansen 
of Denmark in a Swedish Effyh, closely 
followed by Keller in a Triumph- 
engined Keller Special and Kreuzer 
Cooper). But both Keller and Hansen 
soon retired, as did Gerremo (Effyh). 
Kreuzer’s Cooper-J.A.P. therefore won 
heat one 

In the second heat Ken Wharton took 
the lead but was passed on lap two by 
Gléckler (D.B.) This twin-cylinder 
French car proved very fast and pulled 
away from the rest. Only Wharton’s 
Cooper, Oscar Frank’s Kieft and the 
B.M.W.-engined special of Kolan seemed 
likely to hold it. Van der Brempt from 
Belgium had worked all night after 
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engine trouble in practice, but earned no 
reward, for he was well back with an 
engine that was misfiring. 

The final saw Ken Wharton in the 
lead, ahead of Gléckler’s D.B., Kreuzer’s 
Cooper, Komossa’s B.M.W.-Scampolo 
and Hansen’s Effyh. Frost made a poor 
start and the Emeryson was well back at 
first. As the speed rose to over 80 m.p.h 
Frost began to overtake in an astonishing 
manner. By lap three he was seventh; 
by lap four he was fourth, 

There was a fight for the lead 
Wharton passed the grandstand only two 
feet ahead of the D.B. and next time 
round the positions were reversed. By 
putting up over 85 m.p.h. in lap eight 
Gléckler succeeded in shaking off the 
British Cooper, which then fell back and 
let Kreuzer’s similar car into second 
place 

But Ted Frost was still closing up 
By the final lap the loudspeakers ex- 
citedly announced that the pale green 
Emeryson had joined he leaders. As the 
cars came in sight the crowds were on 
tip-toe. Could Frost catch the D.B.? 
The answer was no, by a couple of yards, 
although Frost had put up a new record 
lap at almost 88 m.p.h. Kreuzer’s Cooper
